NOnmber  22,  1963;  I was  enraged  and  infuriated  hot  only  by  the  cowardly 
asaasslnatlon  of  our  President,  but  equally  ao  tqr  the  brutal  murder.  Of 
patrolman  J.T.Tlp^^  the  father  of  three  young  children,  and  by  the 
aerloua  Injurlea  inflloted  on  Sow.  John  B.  Connally  with  the  — ~ 
murder-gun.
